Nevada. 
For in these times of pro- 


gress and prosperity, when advan* 
tages for the higher education of the 
.youth of the land are being multi- 
plied in less favored communities, 
we feel deeply the importance of 
Nevada doing all in her power to 
promote tbe Cause of education for 
the benefit of her sons and daughters. 
Beno is the proper location for an 
institution of such a State character, 
thd we have that abiding faith in 
tbe nobleness of the people of West- 
ern Nevada which induces us to be- 
lieve that it would be » pleasure, 
Aside from feelings of duty, for them 
to contribute at least $50,000 toward 
the establishment and maintenance 
of an Academy of learning.

vailed for many years past it is not 
difficult to foresee the time when as 
a nation we shall be compelled to 
take some steps for the preservation 
or production of this interest, -which 
now threatens to prove of serious 
damage, unless means are provided 
for speedily checking the waste, or 
else creating a production to equal 
the demand. A practical solution of 
the question will be of great benefit 
to the country. The bill introduced 
by Representative Dunnel, of Minne- 
sota, provides for the appointment of 
a Commissioner for inquiry into the 
destruction of forests, and the meas- 
ures necessary for the preservation 
of timber. 
The assertion is made 


that the supply of timber within the 
United States is rapidly diminishing, 
and that great public injury must re- 
sult from its continued waste unless 
adequate means are taken for its 
preservation and production. It is 
proposed to appoint as Commissioner 
of Forestry a man of approved attain- 
ments, who is practically acquainted 
with methods and statistical inquiry, 
and who has evinced an intimate ao 
quaintanou with questions relating to 
the national wants in regard to tim 
ber, and with the measures that may 
be best calculated to meet these 
wants as they arise. It is made the 
duty of the Commissioner, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the In- 
terior to prosecute investigations 
with the view of ascertaining the an- 
nual consumption, importation and 
exportation of timber and other for- 
est products, the probable supply 
for future wants, the means best 
adapted for their preservation and 
renewal, the influences of forests up 
on the climate, and the measures that 
have been successfully applied in 
foreign countries, or that may be 
deemed applicable in this country 
for tho preservation and restoration 
of forests, and to report upon the 
same to the Secretary ot the Interior, 
to be by him transmitted to Con- 
gress.

If ^he conclusions of the Washing-

Government to commence such re 
demption immediately. The House 
will probably refuse to appropriate 
any money for issuing fractional cur 
renoy, which will give Secretary 
Bristow a good excuse for letting out 
the silver now in the vaults. 


It is now generally understood that 


Mint Director Linderman has fav- 
ored their movement in order to make 
work for the Mints, and prepara- 
tions have already been made by 
Secretary Bristow for instant work 
when the proper time arrives. Mean- 
while tbe Pacific Coast delegation 
have not made the slightest opposi- 
tion. Piper and Luttrell are aiding 
the movement actively. Sargent is 
waiting until the question comes up 
in tbe Senate. 


Your correspondent had a long in- 


terview with Senator Jones, who at 
last seems to comprehend the danger 
of the present situation, and will 
probably 
oppose the redemption 


movement, though it is too late to 
oppose the proposed issue of silver 
at greenback rates. It is not likely 
that the interests of the Pacific Coast 
will affect the question much, and 
the people of California may expect 
soon to be enrolled among the green- 
back States. 
Holders of silver coin 


will do well to convert what they 
have into greenbacks while they can 
do so at a premium. Trade dollars 
can not fall below their intrinsic 
value and will do to keep under these 
circumstances. 
They 
are worth 


ninety-three gents as bullion. Since 
the last reports to the Alta, silver 
has declined one per cent., making 
two silver half-dollars worth, intrin- 
sically, only eighty-three and one- 
half cents in gold." 


THB STATB BATS OP TAXATION. 


Among the few measures calculat- 


ed to be of benefit to the people 
passed by our last Legislature was 
one reducing the rate of State taxa- 
tion from 31 25 to 90 cents. This 
action was meritorious, and com- 
pensated for many of the sins of that 
Legislature. 
Tbe State was in a 


very healthy financial condition at 
the time, and the reduction was glad- 
ly welcomed by taxpayers. The out- 
look is favorable for a still further 
reduction of the State rate of taxa- 
tion. The report of our State Treas- 
urer for the fiscal year ending 1875 
shows that our assets are 8793,801 42 
while our liabilities are only 8601,- 
285 64, leaving a surplus of 8189,- 
572 78 in the Treasury. These fig- 
ures represent the grand totals, and 
show that we are over $50,000 better 
off now than we were at the com 
mencement of the year, notwith- 
standing our State tax was reduced 
thirty five cents. We have no doubt 
that the showing at the termination 
of the present year will exhibit a 
still further increase. In view of 
these facts we are firmly of the 
opinion that there is no necessity of 
the present rate of taxation, and that 
it can be easily reduced from ninety 
to sixty cents. Tbe n»^t Legislature 
may safely be counted upon to per- 
form thejr duty in this respect. As 
regards 
taxation the people 
of 


Nevada will soon have less to pay 
than the people of any Other State in 
the Union.

The Tribune's St. Louis correspon- 


dent had an interview with General 
Sherman yesterday concerning the re 
cent startling exposures of Belknap's 
official delinquencies. The General 
said: lam ast >nished beyond meas- 
ure. I Imvo known Belknap a long 
time and never had occasion to doubt 
liis integrity. I know that his pre 
vious record is without a blot. He 
lias always been regarded as a man 
of scrupulous honor. Of coarse I 
ilo not know the cause of this demor- 
alization, but having lived in Wash 


tfton during his tenure of office' I 


can form a pretty good idea of it. 
In my opinion his downfall is due 
more"to the vicious organisation ot 
Washington society than anything 
else. I refer to the ridiculous ex- 
travagance of tho.se who move in the 
first social circles at the capital. 
"Very few Cabinet officers are able to 
live within their salaries. While I 
was there the only member of the 
Cabinet who could stand it was Fish. 
With bis income of $200,000 a year 
he could afford to pay almost any 
price for social privileges, neverthe- 
less, it cost him 870,000 yearly. Mr. 
Chandler who has gone into the Cab- 
inet since I came to St. Louis, is an- 
other one whose private fortune is so 
ample that his salary is no object to 
tiim. Outside of these two, none of 
the public officials in Washington 


n live within their salaries. I left 


Washington chiefly because my sal- 
ary would not support me and be- 
cause I did not consider the society 
there the proper place in which to 
rear a family. There boa been a 
s;ood deal of dissatisfaction about 
Bfllknap's post traders. 
Some of 


these fellows 
appointed were re- 


garded as suspicious characters and 
their society was obnoxious to the 
officers, but the question had been 
token entirely out of my hands and I 
could say nothing without interfer- 
ing with the business of the Secre- 
tary of War. There are more than 
one hundred and fifty trading posts 
on the frontier and I expect there is 
a good deal of fraud yet to be devel- 
oped."
